Deutsche Diplomatisch - Polit- 
ische Korrespondenz called ‘“ex- 
tremely amazing” action taken 
“against Germandom” especially in 
southern Brazil. 

“It may be hoped,” it stated, 
“that President Getulio Vargas 
shortly will be able .,. to estab- 
lish conditions which will permit 
Germans and their organization to 
develop quietly and without dis- 
turbance and the unnecessary fric- 
tion be avoided.” 

Bans Nazi Activities. 

(Vargas -inaugurated a totalita- 
rian regime last November 10 and 
banned Nazi activities, along with 
his prohibition of all political par- 
ties. 

(Last week Brazil rejected a 
protest by the German ambassa- | 
dor against this suppression. 

(Brazil has a large German pop- 
ulation, some 154,000 Germans en- 
tering the country in the period 
1884-1933.) 

Some circles said Germany val- 
ued Brazil’s friendship too high- 
ly to resort immediately to a sharp 
diplomatic protest against what 
was regarded here as an unfor- 
tunate “misapprel-nsion among 
Brazilian authorities of the aims 
of German organization in Brazil.

“Not in Public Interest.” 

“It is my judgment,” Morgan 
told the President in a third and 
apparently final session of the 
chief executive’s inquiry, “that my 
resignation at this time would not 
be in the public interest.

Southern Methodists Opposed 


To Merging, Says Bishop Denny 


Church Leader To Explain 
Plan at Wesley Memorial 
Meeting.

Methodists in the south who 
thoroughly understand the propos- 
ed plan to unite ‘the three princi- 
pal branches of the Methodist 
church in the United States are 
opposed to such a move, Bishop 
Collins Denny, of Richmond, Va., 
declared here yesterday.

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THE SECURITY OF DEMOCRACY 

That the democratic form of government of 
the United States is still a rock worthy of full- 
est confidence is revealed in statistics showing 
that American life insurance companies have 
increased their holdings of United States gov- 
ernment bonds. These companies had invested 
‘more than five billions of dollars in this form 
of security in 1929. Today they have more than 
twelve billions in government bonds. 


There is nothing which more accurately re-_ 


flects the opinion of careful observers than the 
securities selected for the investment of funds. 
Europe and many other quarters of the globe 
may be in turmoil, governments may fall and 
dictatorships may drive the ideals of democ- 
racy to the wall, temporarily.

This continuation of increases em- 
phasizes still further the basically healthy con- 
dition of life insurance and the continued re- 
liance upon this form of savings and financial 
protection. : 

Just as eternal vigilance in national defense 
is the price of peace, so also is it necessary in 
the conservation of financial resources. As the 
Index points out, “the need for constructive 
settlement of our underlying monetary and 
fiscal problems is more insistent than ever.” 


THE ARMY SERVES IN PEACE 

When Georgians join with the rest of the 
nation on April 6 in honoring the United States 
army, they will be paying tribute to an organ- 
ization but little known insofar as its day-by- 
day peacetime activities are concerned. The 
army is one of Georgia's largest industries, with 
plant and equipment valued at more than $25,- 
000,000 and with annual expenditures running 
more than $7,400,000. 

In Atlanta is situated the headquarters of 
the Fourth Corps Area, commanded by Major 
General George Van Horn Moseley. More than 
$1,000,000 is expended in the city annually. 
From these offices are directed the activities 
of the army in eight southeastern states, equip- 
ment and facilities in which are valued at more 
than $50,000,000. 

Seldom does the army seek publicity for its 
work, and it is only in times of stress that the 
general public becomes aware of this highly 
geared unit of the government. When trouble 
comes the army works quickly, efficiently and 
quietly, as the nation learned a little more than 
a year ago when flood waters menaced the 
residents of the Mississippi river area. In At- 
lanta at that time was worked out an evacua- 
tion plan which will serve as a model for the 
country should the need again arise. At that 
time it was anticipated that an entire popula- 
tion would have to be evacuated from the river 
region. Happily, the plan did not have to be 
placed in full operation, but, nevertheless, the 
army was ready, is ready and will always be 
ready. 

With all its efficiency, however, the army 
personnel is not a mechanical force cast in the 
Prussian mold. The men—officers and enlisted 
troops—are typically American: in civilian 
clothes a little more trim and alert than the 
average citizen perhaps, yet not automatons 
whose business is war. Their business is peace. 
They know war, and knowing war, seek uni- 
versal peace. A peace with preparedness. 

In its present form the army is small, com- 
pact and mobile. With the soldiers of the 
national guard it would have to bear the brunt 
of fighting for four or six months in any war 
in which the country might be involved. After 
that time reserve troops would be ready for the 
field. To say the army seeks war is to belie the 
intelligence of the accuser.

Their pres- 
ence means much to security in days of peace 
as well as in times of war.

The death of Judge Samuel Barnard Adams 
removes from the Georgia bar one of the stal- 
warts who have, for more than half a century, 
maintained the prestige of their profession and 
contributed unselfishly to the welfare gnd ad- 
vancement of their state. 

The Savannah jurist practiced law for 65 
years. He served as an ad interim associate 
on the state supreme court and was president 
of the Georgia State Bar Association in 1907-08. 
He served several years as city attorney of Sa- 
vannah and was a member of the Chatham 
county board of education from 1901 to 1917. 
His final ten years on this board was as chair- 
man, from 1907 until his retirement. 

He graduated from the University of Geor- 
gia, a Phi Beta Kappa and later was given a 
doctor of laws degree. He was a trustee of the 
university for more than. 20 years. 

For 36 years he was president of the Sa- 
vannah Port Society, which operates the Sea- 
men’s Bethel, retiring from that office in 1933. 

In business circles he was distinguished for 
his unerring judgment. He was a director of 
the Citizens and Southern National Bank, of the 
Bibb Manufacturing Company and of the 
Southwestern Railroad. 

Judge Adams’ life was one of many facets. 
He won distinguished honors in his own pro- 
fession, was highly regarded by business men, 
was a leading layman in church affairs and 
was always active in work for the betterment 
of all classes of society. 

He wrote a page that will shine through 
Georgia’s history for all the years to come. He 
dies rich in years and in achievement, leaving 
a record that will serve to inspire Georgia youth 
throughout the future. 


WILDLIFE WEEK 

This is National Wildlife Week. It is some- 
times difficult, with all the special weeks set 
aSide, to distinguish the wheat from the chaff. 
National Wildlife Week, however, must be class- 
ed with the most meritorious, and as’ such 
worthy of the attention of every citizen, par- 
ticularly in the south, where great stretches of 
forest lands are still blessed with abundant bird 
and animal life. , 

Public interest aroused by the work of con- 
servation agencies will be of particular value 
in preserving for the south a natural habitat for 
game animals. In the future this may attract 
visitors from all sections of the nation. En- 
tering, as the south is, on a campaign to attract 
more tourists to the mountains and forest re- 
gions, it is an opportune time for southerners 
to become better acquainted with the efforts of 
state and federal agencies to preserve game. 

The greatest enemy of wildlife today, accord- 
ing to Joseph C. Kircher, regional head of the 
United States Forest Service, is fire. Flames 
wiping out tracts of forest land in the south 
kill large numbers of fish, animals and birds 
each year. Of even greater. importance, Kircher 
points out, is the fact fires destroy the forest 
shelters necessary for wildlife existence. Stream 
flows are reduced by fires and the capacity of 
water supply to produce food for fish becomes 
more limited. Elimination of all man-caused 
forest fires, both from carelessness and from 
incendiarism, is advocated as the first conserva- 
tion measure in the preservation of wildlife 
for sportsmen and for nature lovers. 


TO STUDY GEORGIA 

A careful study of Georgia is soon to be 
launched to determine by independent research 
the problems which confront the state. The 
study will be made by faculty members of the 
University of Georgia, who have formed a re- 
search institute under the directorship. of Dr. 
R. P. Brooks, dean of the University School of 
Commerce. 

Dr. Harmon W. Caldwell, university presi- 
dent, reflects the sentiments of citizens of the 
state when he flatly asserts that “Georgians are 
weary of hearing the state spoken of as con- 
Sistently near the bottom of the list in such 
matters as literacy, the support of education 
and funds provided for health work.” 

The institute will seek to learn what is wrong 
with the state and what can be done about it. 
The work will be carried out by 23 professors 
qualified for research work with the co-opera- 
tion and assistance of an advisory council con- 
sisting of nine university department heads. 

More than 30 fields are listed for investiga- 
tion, but the first task to be assumed will be 
the preparation of a “large volume in which all 
aspects of Georgia’s economic and social condi- 
tions will be treated in a general way.” 

As The Constitution has pointed out, one of 
the greatest needs of the south is the casting 
away of an attitude of defeatism to be re- 
placed by an objective approach to the prob- 
lems which confront the section. The uni- 
versity’s research institute, assured the sup- 
port of all citizens by the very nature of the 
undertaking, will prove a long step in this 
direction.

Mooney is a loyal admirer of 
Josef Stalin. He defends the 
slaughter of the heretics in Mos- 
cow on the ground that they were 
plotting against the safety of the 
government, and indorses a gov- 
ernment which readily imprisons 
men for their political beliefs. 
Therefore, if Mr. Mooney had 
been treated according to the 
Golden Rule in California he 
would have been a dead man 
many years ago. Therefore, also, 
he would seem to be in honor 
bound to stay in San Quentin 
prison as long as he can, a pris- 
oner for his principles, refusing 
pardon and resisting expulsion by 
force. 

Instead, however, Mr. Mooney 
constantly demands a pardon and, 
with the backing of Communist 
organizations and of that element 
of simple-minded liberals who se- 
duce easily, denounces the state of 
California for descending to the 
level of his beloved Moscow. It 
is confusing, because if Mr. 
Mooney were consistent he would 
perceive in his own persecution 
the first glimmering of the dawn 
of his cherished beliefs. 

It is unlikely that a political 
prisoner in Moscow would enjoy 
the guest status that Mr. Mooney 
occupies in San Quentin prison. 
He is a special case. He may ~e- 
ceive journalists in the visiting 
room and spend an hour-or more 
arguing the absoluteness of the 
existing form of government and 
predicting the early rise of a new 
system. 

As he talked on and on in a 
quiet voice the only guard in sight 
was an elderly man who stood 
off out of earshot, apparently un- 
concerned with Mr. Mooney’s re- 
marks—doubtless an old and mo- 
notonous story to the staff by 
now. There was no screen or any 
vigilant peering lest he _ receive 
saws, weapons or other contra- 
band.

He 
thinks himself a greater martyr 
than(Captain Dreyfus, forgetting, 
perhaps, that Dreyfus spent 
prison years in a foul and distant 
island settlement under close 
guard with no means of appeal- 
ing to public opinion. 

Mooney has spent his time in 
San Francisco, has been allowed 
to see Mrs. Mooney on the reg- 
ular visiting days and has been 
able to conduct political propa- 
ganda from the prison.

SHANGHAI, March 22.—(Tues- 
day)--(#)—Japanese heavy. artil- 
‘lery was massed today in two sec- 
tors close to the north bank of 
'the Grand Canal to blast paths 
‘across the ancient waterway 


where hand-to-hand assaults and 
light artillery had failed to 
achieve gains. .

Rivers Fears War 
Unless Illiteracy 
Is Eradicated in U.S. 


COLUMBUS, Ga., March 21.— 
(P)\—The need of an adequate na- 
tional defense was stressed by 


Governor E. D. Rivers at the open- 
ing session of the state convention 
of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution here tonight. 

The Governor, in stating he be- 
lieved in physical preparedness, 
said in his opinion the best weap- 
on in national defense is a prop- 
er attitude and policy to neigh- 
bors without and ourselves with- 
in this country. 

He called attention to the fact 
that the borders of this country 
and Canada and Mexico have no 
machines of war to guard them, 
but rely on a policy of treating one 
another as good neighbors. He 
contrasted this with the borders 
of European countries bristling 
with armaments. 

Stating he had been asked if he 
thought there would be another 


.| war, he said that with 60 per cent 


of “our people illiterate, I do not 
see how we can avoid one unless 
this condition is eradicated.” 
Governor Rivers said there are 
200,000 more children going to 
school this year than last year be- 
cause of free school books. He said 
free health clinics are showing 
beneficial results in Georgia. 
Household tax exemptions, the 
Governor declared, are inculcating 
Georgians with the spirit of home. 
The Governor was honored at a
